LIMITS TO FREEDOM OF SPEECH DISCUSSED 
Beijing BEIJING RIBAO in Chinese 20 Mar 81 p 3 


[Article by Wang Hongchang [3769 3163 2490) and Liu Jinghua [0491 2529 5478): "A 
Critique of ‘Unrestricted Freedow of Speech'") 


{Text} For a period of time now, there has appeared in society an interpretation of 
freedom of speech which holds that the word “freedom” is “used with the implied mean- 
ing of freeing oneself from any external restrictions,” that so-called freedom of 
speech then is the freedom to make every kind of statement “without restriction." 
Freedom of speech which reaches the point of being “unrestricted” is naturally a 
matter of saying whatever one likes, and being able to do so without regard to the 
occasion, without questioning the subject matter, without considering the impact of 
one's words, and without calculating the social effect, even to the point of “being 
able to oppose the constitution.” It is said that only this is the true meaning of 
“the value and strength" of “freedom of speech." Otherwise, there is said to be no 
freedom of speech. Even though this myth concerning “freedom of speech" is harmful 
in theory and cannot be carried out in practice, it nonetheless, within definite 
bounds, leaves some youths who lack historical knowledge and life experience at a 
loss, leading them down the wrong path in thought and behavior. At a time «hen we 
need to carry out further readjustment of our economy and manifest greater stablity 
in our politics, there is a great need to comment on the so-called “unrestricted 
freedom of speech." 


I 


Mankind carries out productive labor for the purpose of survival and, to this end, 
unites to form definite social relationships. Within the societies of mankind, 
people join with each other, rely on each other, and become mutually interdependent . 
Even in primitive communist societies the people's “speech,” just as their “actions,” 
had to be restricted by society and the collective group--it was not possible to 
have absolute, “unrestricted” freedom. 


In class Society, whether it be a slave-owning society where the majority of workers 
are slaves or a rigidly ranked feudal clan society, the workers basically have no 
freedom of speech. This is common knowledge about which there is no need to elaborate. 


In fact, even the Western capitalist nations which call themselves “the free world" 
and call most loudly for “freedom of speech" do not recognize an “unrestricted" 
freedom of speech. They unambiguously write various limitations on freedom of 
speech into their laws. American law has numerous regulations regarding the line 














between news publication and freedom of speech, such as “one may not disrupt society," 
“one may not slander or defame others," etc. America's federal penal code further 

establishes that punishment shall be metered out for encouraging the violent overthrow 
of the federal government or local governments and that speech that represents “a 

clear and present danger” is liable to punishment. French law stipulates that pricr 

to the establishment and issuance of a new periodical, there must be a detailed 
registration with the appropriate authorities, If certain of the reading matter 

could possibly lead to thievery, murder, robbery, or personal violence, induce soldiers 
to disobey orders, etc,, then it may be confiscated. In its normal usuage, freedom 

of speech is always to be carried out within the bounds of the law which is to say 

that it is always subject to legal limite. Basically, this has become standard know- 
ledge of modern civilization, The United Nations in a 1948 resolution of a conference 
concerning press freedom indicated: "The freedom to put out materiai also entails 

a corresponding duty and responsibility, violation of which must bring punishment 
Clearly stipulated in law.” 


lt must be pointed out that the restrictions on freedom of speech in capitalist 
societies cannot be known by simply looking at legal documents. It is more important 
to loek at the basic nature of the entire social system. Within capitalist societies, 
the greatest “freedom” is the freedom to buy and sell labor--the freedom of speech, 
this is in direct proportion to one's capital and wealth. This is not to say that 
those who employ laborers on a vast scale enjoy “unrestricted” freedom of speech. 

tven within the bourgeois class, because of differences in property and position, 
there is mutual infighting, mutual deception and, similarly, freedom of speech is 
restricted. To sum it up, the freedom of speech in capitalist societies is based 

on the premise that it cannot damage the basic interests of the bourgeois class or 
-ndanger the national political power of the bouigeois class. If this limitation 

is exceeded, then various forms and means can be employed to strip you of your "free- 
dom of speech,” and even of your “personal freedom." This sort of capitalist "freedom" 
just so happens to see to it that the laboring people essentially cannot escape the 
shakles and traps that keep them from freedom. 


When looked at from the history of mankind's struggle for freedom, socialist society 
is much freer than capitalist society. This is because socialist society destroyed 
the system of man exploiting man, the vast laboring masses becoming the masters of 
the state. It opened a vast, unprecedented world of freedom of speech for the majority 
of people, and laid a firm material and ideological foundation for it. But when 

we say that socialism has more freedom of speech and genuine freedom of speech, this 
is certainly not to say that freedom of speech here is without any limitation. It 
is not to be assumed that it is boundless, open to the dictates of one's desires, or 
that one can say anything without accepting legal and moral responsibility. First, 
everyone should obey the law and speech which violates the law should be punished; 
secondly, everyone should adhere to social morality and speech which violates public 
m cals will be reproached and criticized. It can be seen that freedom of speech in 
socialist society also can only be manfested within definite standards of law and 
morality. To depart from these standards and speak in an exaggereated sense of 
“freedom of speech" is just as Lenin indicated: “To live within society and yet 

to separate yourself from society and be free is impossible." (The Complete Works 
of Lenin, Vol. 10, p 28)

Those who advocate “unrestricted freedom of speech" aleo have two stated reasons: one 
is that speech is not an object of punishment; two is that there is no clear standard 
for determining the legality of speech, The latter is actually derived from the former, 
This kind of specious "reasoning" not only cannot support the viewpoint of “unrestricted 
freedom of speech,” but contrarily exposes the fact that the advocates’ viewpoint is 
established on a unreal foundation, 


Whether speech can or cannot be the object of legal punishment is not something about 
which can be generalized, The advocates confuse the two concepts of speech and 
thought which are related and yet not the same, thereby attaining the formula: 
punishing speech = punishing thought. In their view, since a person's thinking is 
naturally free, therefore saying something should be absolutely free; since thinking 
something (thought) is beyond punishment, then saying something should not be subject 
to any punishment, This reasoning does not stand up because its premise is mistaken. 
How can speech and thought constitute the same undifferentiated thing? 


Even though speech is controlled by thought, once it is issued publicly, then it 
possesses an independently existing social character. A person's thinking of some- 
thing does not produce an effect on society, but speaking something does produce an 
effect on society. In this sense, we can form the basic distinctions and draw a 
strict line between speech and thought. Although speech and behavior are also dif- 
ferent, there is no strict boundary between them. Some speech and behavior are 
inseparably joined together. We can take as an example the laws of the capitalist 
countries that freedom of speech advocates love so well. They clearly stipulate that 
false accusation, slander, and agitation shall be punished. In fact, the object of 
such punishment is “behavior,” but is also “speech.” Under numerous conditions 
criminal behavior is related to speech. Our nation's constitution stipulates that 
our country is a socialist nation based on the dictatorship of the proletariat (that 
is the people's democratic dictatorship) with working class leadership and the 
peasant-worker alliance as its foundation; the Chinese Communist Party is the leading 
core of all China's people, and the working class operates through its own vanguard, 
the Chinese Communist Party, in carrying out the leadership of the nation. The guid- 
ing thought of the People's Republic of China is Marxism-Leninism and lao Zedong 
Thought. If anything is said which opposes any of these basic principles in the 
constitution, inciting people to overthrow the national political power of the people 
or harming social order and stability, then the people will not tolerate it and will, 
of course, demand punishment in accordance with the constitution. Besides this, 
writing reactionary notes, shouting reactionary slogans, writing reactionary anonymous 
letters, and so forth are all conducted through the agency of speech, and yet all 
violate the law. In the view of those who advocate “unrestricted freedom of speech," 
"speech" seems to be an all-encompassing protective umbrella. Regardless of how 
serious the facts of legal violation, if they can attach the label "speech" to it, 
then it should be absolutely free and not subject to any restraints or sanctions. 
Obviously, this is an extremist distortion of freedom of speech. 





"In a situation where there is no consensus of view, who is qualified to act as the 
highest arbiter (of speech)?" Some persons raise this kind of question and, moreover, 
believe that the standard for determining whether or not speech is legal is an 
unsolvable problem." We insist that practice is the criterion for testing truth. 











Similarly, the practice of the people, the practice of socialist enterprise, is just 
the standard for testing the legality of speech, Once speech ia issued, there is 
evidence which can be examined and lawa by which to measure if it accords with or 
violates the interests and will of the people. The four fundamental principles 
represent the basic interests of the people, it is not difficult to judge whether a 
given speech supports and upholds or defames and opposes these fundamental principles. 
Socialist law is constructed and perfected in the socialist practice of the masses, 
and basically reflects the interests and will of the people. Because of this, it 
possesses authority. Everyone in our socialist society should adhere to the four 
fundamental principles and socialist law, The idea that the legality of speech has 
no definite standard basically cannot stand up.

Speech cannot be allowed “unrestricted” freedom. Past or present, within China or 
without, there has generally been no exception to this. From the beginning this has 
really been a matter of common knowledge scarcely worth discussing. Why then has it 
become a problem today? This has not happened suddenly. 


in 10 years of calamity, Lin Biao and the “gang of four” instigated feudal, fascist 
tyranny, nullified the freedom of speech of the broad masses, and promoted the counter- 
revolutionary slogan “public opinion in uniformity." Those who upheld the truth met 
w th severe difficulties. Those who peddied lies soared to success. No truth and 
falsity, no merit and demerit were measured against objective standards. The poison 
and harm created by them will not immediately disappear in the wake of the thorough 
destruction of this gang of traitors. Add to this the fact that the influence of 
paternalism, one voice meeting halls (halls in which the masses were not allowed to 
volce opinions|, and other feudalistic ideological remnants have been truely over- 
come for a long period of time, and this has brought no omall amount of corrupt 
practices to our political life. Once we quelled the chaos and restored order, and 
strengthened the fostering of democracy, then [the people who support) that sort of 
extreme democratization and anarchistic thinking took advantage of the opportunity 
to advance. 





it is especiaily worthy of our attention that ours is a country with a large petty 
bourgeoisie, ‘he petty bourgeoisie has always been politically volatile, easily 
ing to extremes, They lack scientific minds and are forever relying on emotional 

fervor, borrowing jackneves cliches from the international bourgeoisie or seeing 

a few lines from historical documentary material and then shouting them loudly, as 

if in China they had discovered for the first time a "new continent" of freedom. 
Perhaps these people are shouting for a “statue of liberty” in their own minds eye 
which accords with their own ideals, but in actuality what they are calling for is 
merely the disembodied spirit of anarchisn. 


Of course, our opposition to “unrestricted” freedom of speech certainly does not 
Sugeest that the present democracy and legal system are already perfect and that no 
problems exist. The poison of Lin Biao and the “gang of four" is still far from 


being climinated. Sweeping clean the influence of feudal despotic tradition is still 
a long term and arduous task on our ideological battlefront. People who use "leftist" 
ideology to disrupt and resist the line, principles, and policies of the Third Plenum 
of the llth Party Central Committee will also inevitably deny and oppose, in “leftist" 











terms, legitimate freedom of speech, Therefore, in the course of perfecting socialist 
democracy and the socialist legal system, we must see to it that appropriate freedom 
of speech receives the protection and support of the law and must struggle against 

all phenomena which suppress democracy and control speech, But this and advocating 
“unrestricted” freedom of speech are two completely separate matters. In an enslaved 
era where the spirit of freedom of speech has been fundamentally stripped away, we 
cannot become a body of people who are strong in spirit and rich in the vitality of 
knowledge; in a society flooded with anarchiem, there is no way we can become a people 
possessing great vitality and a high level spirtual civilization. During the 10 years 
of chaos, it can be said that we simultaneously had our fill of these two hardships. 


The severity of the problem still consists in the fact that certain persons with 
hidden pu ‘poses encourage “unrestricted freedom of speech" and yet add their own 
restrictions when it comes to appropriate freedom of speech, They disdain and rebuke 
the freeuom to uphold the leadership of the party, the freedom to uphold the socialist 
road, the freedom to uphold the people's democratic dictatorship which is the dicta- 
torship of the proletariat, and the freedom to uphold Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong 
Thought. They desire only the "freedom" to “sing an opposing tune." Those who 
advocate “unrestricted freedom of speech" still raise in mutual support the assess- 
ment that there exists within the party a “bureaucratic class," and declare that 

we need to embark on a “Second Great Cultural Revolution.” From this it is not 
difficult to see that the so-called “unrestricted freedom of speech" is in its true 
nature the "freedom" to deny and oppose the four fundamental principles, the "freedom" 
to destroy our stable and unified political situation. If this “unrestricted freedom 
of speech" were to flourish unabated, the historical tragedy that was 10 years of 
calamity would repeat itself. This, of course, is something our people would not 
approve of, and as such cannot happen.

RECONSTRUCTION OF IDEOLOGY SALD IMPORTANT IN PARTY'S POLITICAL WORK

Text) It is said that the reason why the four Chinese characters meaning 
“reconstruction of ideology” have seldom been mentioned in recent years is that 

they were used by Lin biao and the “gang of four" as a rod to punish people. Our 
party has always been opposed to coming down with a big stick on somebody within 

the party or among the people, including utilizing the term “reconstruction of ideo- 
logy” as a synonym for criticizing or attacking others. From now on, we still have 
to fight against doing so. However, we are absolutely not allowed to go to the 
other extreme for just this reason or to become too confused to even go as far as 

to negate the necessity of ideological reconstruction in real life. 


Promoting reconstruction of ideology was once a fine tradicion of our party. In 

1937, Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out in “On Practice”: "The proletarian struggle 

for reconstructing the world includes the accomplishment of the following mission: 
remold one's subjective world while changing the objective world.... When the world 
reaches a point where all mankind can conscientiously remold itself and reconstruct 
the world, it will be the era of the world of communism." In 1941 it was explicitly 
stipulated in tie “Resolution of The CCP Central Committee Regarding Strengthening 
*acty Spirit’: Every party member, particularly the leading cadres, must deeply 
consider his own weaknesses and “must use the weapon of self-criticism and the method 
of strengthening study to reform hiaself so that he can meet the needs of the party 
and the revolution." In the history of our party, reconstruction of ideology has 
promoted the political-ideological consensus of the entire party and the uniformity 

of the steps of the revolutionary ranks. It has heightened the awareness of the 
people toward communism and enhanced spiritual civilization. It has played a positive 
role in the triumph of the revolution and party building which cannot be underestimated. 


foday, the construction of the four modernizations and the struggle for implementing 
such important policies as those for economic readjustment and political stability 
have provided us with a new situation. We face a realistic state of affairs where 
new circumstances and new problens emerge one after another and non-proletarian 
ideologies take advantage of the loophole to break through. Therefore, the practical 
Ssigniiicance of promoting ideological reconstruction vigorously can no longer be 
ignored. 











Think about it: "Is it possible to effectively implement economic readjustment if 

we do not get thinking away from subjective idealism and metaphysics, or if we fail 

to start from the actual situation in China, nor seek truth from facts or take 
situations as a whole into consideration’ Thinking of implementing political stability 
a step turther is in no way different from an idle theory if the bureaucratic prac- 
tices and the priv'leged life-styles of a small number of cadres have not been abolished, 
or if such bad practice and unhealthy thinking as anarchism and selfishness heve not 
been corrected! Reconstruction of ideology generally comprises two aspects, in 
essence. One is to reconstruct where the subjective understanding is inconsistent 

with the objective reality; the other is to reconstruct the various non-proletarian 
ideologies. Only by so doing can we adhere to the materialistic line of thinking 

and build our country into a powerful socialist country having both a high-level 
material civilization as well as a spiritual one, 


Adhering to the reconstruction of ideology is the road everyone must follow in the 
course of healthy growth. Every accomplished and successful person pays special 
attention to ideological reconstruction and makes strict demands on himself. Lu Xun, 
by using "“fierce-browed, | coolly defy a thousand pointing fingers; head-bowed, 

like a willing ox | serve the children" as a motto to always rigorously "examine 
himself in a relentiess way", has eventually become a literary giant, a great thinker 
as well as a revolutionary of China under extreme difficulties and complicated conditions. 
Comrade Zhou Enlai stipulated in his own "Essential Principles of Self-Cultivation": 
"It is necessary to resolutely fight against all the incorrect ideologies of oneself 
and others in principle," and “to properly develop one's own strong points and partic- 
ularly correct one's own weaknesses."' He earnestly practiced these principles himself 
continuously for several decades and finally he became the premier enjoying popular 
support and a great universally recognized personage. If Lei Feng [7191 6912] had 
been unable to hit hard at shortcomings and mistakes like the fallen leaves swept 

by autumn wind, he could not have become a fine example for millions upon millions 

of people to follow. If Chen Jingrun [7115 2529 3387] had not had the spirit of 
dedicating himself with perserverance to the cause of scientific development in his 
motherland, he would not have been able to win the world crown of mathematics.... 


Reconstruction of ideology is an important component of the political-ideological 
work of the party. Political-ideological work means educating people in order to 
revolutionize their minds. It serves to promote, supervise and inspect ideological 
reconstruction of every comrade, because only through conscientious reconstruction 
of ideology by every comrade can the political-ideological work of the party be 
effectively carried out. Materialist dialectics holds that external causes are 

the conditions of change and internal causes are the basis ‘or change, whereas 
external causes become operative through interna! causes. the ideological progress 
of the people is no exception. At present, some comrades are not interested in 
learning political theory and some political-ideological workers consider their work 
difficult to carry out. 


One important reason for this is that they speak, read and talk only in generalities 
without integrating the ideology of a specific person with reality, confronting 
different ideas or touching on the reconstruction of a specific person's ideology. 
Therefore, the issue which exists in reality cannot be resolved. Here, some comrades 
take a unilateral approach to the “Three Don't's” policy (not to stick labels on 
people, not to capitalize on people's vulerable points, and not to come down with a 
big stick on people). As a result, they even cease to critize feudalism and bourgeois 
ideology, which actually exist. This erroneous tendency to vacillate now to the left 
and now to the right and to prefer to go to extremes is very detrimental and we can 
never lower our guard. 








iverybody hase als hare in the reconstruction of ideology. At present, eside from 
criminals and individuals of the expioiting class who must be subjected to compulsory 
reconetruction, there is no Gistinetion between a reformer and a person who is 
subjected to reform. Everybody is both «a retormer and at the same time the subject 
of reform. Ali of us Quest reconstruct our ideology conscientiously. The focus of 
ideological reconstruction of an individual may be different trom others because 

such conditions a8 age, job, WOrk experience, tamiiy background and level of aware- 
ness are different. However, in the course of building the four modernizations, 
everyone is required to reform, and this prerequisite must be affirmed. No doubt, 
people who come from a tamily of the exploiting classes or intellectuals who come from 
the old society and comrades who have made mistakes are required to reform. The 
question is whether old revolutionary cadres who have performed immortal feats are 
required to reform’ Comrade Mac Zedong said, “As far as we are concerned, many of 

us Make SOMe improvements each year. That is to say, reconstruction is in progress 
each year.” Comrade Zhou Eniai said that one had to keep on learning and remolding 
as long as ome lived. Are laborers, workers and the peasants required to reform? 
Comrade Mao Zedong gave 4 clear answer to it: “Laborers also are required to reform." 
Are the young workers who have grown up under the red flag required to reform? 
Comrade Deng Aiaoping said: “It is absolutely necessary to frankly put forward the 
question of ideological reconstruction among all new workers.” Although all of 

these answers were given many years ago, a host of facts have proved that their 
immense practical significance has not been eroded.

| the party to arouse and heighten the self-awareness of their subordinates in 
ideological reconstruction. Om this issue, we must, on one hand, fight against 

‘ttine things drift or taking an indifferent attitude and, on the other, avoid 
doing things in a over simplified and crude way or brandishing a club indiscriminately. 
We must also on the one hand have supervision, inspection commendation, criticism, 
and perserverance, and on the other hand lay bare the facts, state the reasons, con- 
vince people with reason ans wait with patience.

However, not all comrades are able to live up to this. There are some who want to 
strive subjectively to maintain unity with the Party Central Committee, but because 
there is still some bias in the way they look at problems, things always go contrary 

to their wishes. An outstanding problem among them is that they unconsciously separate 
the general policy and individual policies of the Party Central Committee and contrast 
them with one another. For example, some comrades view reform as a relaxation, and 
they view readjustment as restraint; they view democracy as relaxation, and centrali- 
zation as restraint; they view the liberation of thinking as relaxation, and upholding 
the four principles as restraint; they view the hundred flowers policy as relaxation, 
and the developmes: of literary criticiem as restraint. There are even some who view 
a statement made by such-and-such a spokesman as relaxation, and a statement by another 
responsible person as restraint; or view a certain document as relaxation, and another 
document as representing restraint, etc. These comrades aleo believe that the spirit 
of the Central Committee Work Conference is not in line with the Third Plenary Session 
of the Central Committee, that the Central Committee Work conference altered the

In fact, this kind of discussion of relaxation and restraint is not really unfamiliar, 
for this kind of thinking also appeared 2 years ago in the spring.

iveryone knows that the historical contribution of the Third Plenary Session was to 
uphold the seeking of truth from facts, correct the “leftist” errors, establish a 
correct political line, ideological line, and organizational line for the party, and 
in the field of economic construction, formulate the eight=character plan with read- 
justment as ite central core, The Central Committee Work Conference called at the 
end of last year, working from the foundation of the outstanding accomplishments 
obtained through the past 2 years of implementing the spirit of the Third Plenary 
Session, studied the new «ircumatances, solved the new problems, and decided on the 
important policy of continued economic readjustment and continued political peace and 
stability.

COLLEGE USES ‘FOUR KEYS' TO POLITICAL, IDEOLOGICAL WORK

{Text} Political and ideological work in higher-level schools should be placed in a 
leading position, as this is the excellent tradition of our party, and is also an 
important guarantee of our good management of a socialist university. In political 
and ideological work, we should maintain a dredge policy--leading the students' 
advance by clearing a way for them. How is this dredging work done best? I feel 
deeply that we must present it in a reasonable way and convince people with reason; 
change them through feelings and sway people through their emotions; lead them by 
example and teach people by doing; persevere and be unremitting. These can be said 
to be the "four keys" to political and ideological work, 





Seeking truth from facts, convincing people by reasoning, is the basic principle in 
maintaining the dredge policy. In ideological work, in solving people's ideological 
problems, we must discuss facts, speak truthfully, and speak with reason. People are 
best persuaded by facts, and most moved and inspired by truth. It is only by speaking 
truth with reason and feeling that something will be embraced by the masses, that 

will make someone feel that “having a single conversation with the ruler is better 
than reading for 10 years." In actual fact, political and ideological work is the 
work of talking reason. There are now some who believe that the great truth of 
Marxism-Leninsim and Mao Zedong Thought is not effective, that no one pays attention 
to it, but actually this is not so. The question is whether what we are saying is 

the real truth, and not lies, bragging, or idle talk, much less pretentiousness to 
feree our views on others. For the past few years, in strengthening our political 

ond ideological work among the students, our college has always upheld positive 
education, self-education, and education through example to arouse consciousness. 
besides establishing classes in Marxism-Leinism, and maintaing the students’ systematic 
education in the basic principles of Marxism-Leninism and Mac Zedong Thought, we also 
employed the method of mutal coordination of core education and conventional education, 
that is, determining a core content for each study term, proceeding according to 

plan, and conducting systematic graded ideological education according to a pattern 

of ideological development through 5 vears of school, In the first half of 1979, 

we developed "three goods" as the objective and conducted political and ideological 
workcentered on the studies. In the second half year we got deeply into education 

in communist morality and developed a three hall (conference hall, lecture hall, 
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dining hall), one studio (library), one billet (dormitory) new cultural style 
competition; in the first half of 1980, we conducted education in upholding the four 
basic principles and strengthening the “three faiths" and in the second half year 
we emphasized conducting education in the revolutionary outlook on life. Dyring the 
first half of this year, we conducted the establishment of a socialist spiritual 
culture and developed a movement in civilized manners with the “five explanations" 
and “four beautifule" as ite content. As for conventional education, during the 
student's initial period in school, the principal concerns are the cultivation of 
objectives, specialized ideological educatior, and cultivation education; in the 
middle period the principal concern are education in a revolutionary outlook on life 
and education in Red and special; in the last period the principal concerns are 
education in medical ethics and submitting to assignments. Moreover, education in 
upholding the four basic principles, communist morality and character, and the "three 
goods" penetrates the whole course of study. Through the foregoing ideological 
education, our college has raised the ideological consciousness of the students, 
established an ideology of studying for the four modernizations, taken the road of 
both Red and expert, stressed culture, courtesy, health, morality, and observed 
discipline thus good persons and good things have constantly emerged. 


Change them through feelings. 


Teaching with skill and patience and swaying people through their emotions is an 
important method of upholding the dredge policy. An old saying goes: "Trees fear 
injury to their roots, and men fear injury to their feelings.” Political and 
ideological work is the work of changing (or persuading) people. If we want to 
change we must first persuade, to help someone we must first help his heart. There- 
fore, when we are conducting this work, our bosoms must be full of enthusiasm, sincere 
and straightforward; we must respect and trust them; be concerned about and show 
consideration for them; talk to them with an attitude of equality, comradely feelings; 
and view them with absolute sincerity. In a mild and gentle way, we must make friends, 
and truly achieve “sincerity, patience, enthusiasm and care, and be able to encounter 
reversal without getting discouraged." We should make the ideology work "something 
moist and soundless" falling like the spring rains. Two or three full-time cadres 
are allocated to each class year at our college, and they throw themselves whole- 
heartedly into work with the students. They go out to exercise with the students 

in the morning and carry out bed check in the dormitories at night. When a student 
encounters difficulty in his studies, they tutor him personally; when he encounters 
problems in his ideology, they patiently instruct him; when he gets sick, they go 
with him for an examination and to prepare medicines, and take sick-list food to 

his bedside. On New Year's Day or other festivals, they don't bother about getting 
together with their families, but done and celebrate with the students. Their actions 
influence the students a great de °. and the students praise them as “Industrious 

as gardeners, with a style like that of the eighth route [army], and as solicitous 

as parents." These political cadres have established harmonious relations with the 
students, and politicai and ideological work conducted like this is much more 
persuasive and influential. 


Lead by example. 
Setting an example through one's own conduct and teaching people by doing is a very 


important link in upholding the dredge policy. The power of a model is inexhaustible. 
When one is a as good as his word and earnestly practices what he advocates, it is 
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a kind of unspoken order. Wher :ne's deeds do not square with his words, when what 

he says sounds good but his actions are disappointing--"talk is big but achievement 
falls short"}=-tiiis hypocritical style leads to a lessening of the prestiage of political 
and ideological work and thus it loses its vitality. In the upheaval and 10-year 
catastrophe of Lin Biao and Jiang Qing, the party's prestige feel and the excellent 
style of political and ideological work was also seriously damaged, and this is the 
greatest obstacle to developing the prestige of political and ideological work now 
facing us. Therefore, a correct party style and the restoration and develoment of 

the party's excellent tradition are the keys to whether our poliiical and ideological 
work will have any force or effectiveness. The function of the various levels of 
party organization, especially the leading members of party committees, to serve as 
models is very important. At the same time, we must earnestly improve our style of 
doing things, penetrate deeply to the basic levels, carry out investigation end 
research, understand the circumstances, be bosom friends with the masses, and be their 
leaders. Only through conscientious and meticulous analysis of all kinds of 
ideological problems, speaking words that match the facts, and coordinating the solu- 
tion of ideological problems with the solution of actual problems as much as possible 
can we be considered qualified poitical work cadres.

ACHIEVEMENT OF FLEXIBILITY IN ECONOMIC WORK CLAIMED

[Text] The present economic situation is a situation rare since the founding of 
our state. Most comrades look at it this way. But there are also a small number 
of comrades whose thinking becomes muddled once they see some concrete problems in 
our actual work; they suggest that the policies of ideological emancipation and 
readjustment since the 3D Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee have 
gone too far in "messing up the established system," especially in "messing up the 
countryside." This kind of view is erroneous. Our view is contrary to it. We 
think that since the 3D Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee, the 
whole party, in effecting an ideological emancipation and systematically rectifying 
"leftist" mistakes, carried out correct policies in our economic work; the result 
was that the economy was made flexible and not thrown into any disorder. 


Because of our adherence to the spirit of the 3D Plenary Session of the llth Party 
Central Committee, principal agriculaural products in the countryside of Hubei 
Province such as food grains, cotton, and oil products all scored rich harvests; 
diversification and family sideline enterprises of commune members also achieved 
very great expansion. The per capita income average of commune members from the 
collective increased by nearly 25 percent compared to 1978, amounting to 160 yuan. 
In 1980, Hubei Province suffered an exceptionally serious flood a second only to 
the one of 1954 since the founding of our state; principal crops suffered a de- 
crease in production compared to 1979, But, because correct policies were carried 
out, the populace was calm. Peasants say: In view of the considerable inundation 
we suffered last year, if we were still practicing the same old stuff of Lin Biao 
and the “gang of four," then there would have been no place where we could have 
even begged for rice. Of course, we must look squarely at the serious losses re- 
sulting from this exceptionally serious calamity; there indeed exist many problems 
in the production and people's livelihood in the calamity-stricken areas which 
urgently await solution. But we firmly believe that so long as we continue earn- 
estly to adhere to the line, principles and policies of the 3D Plenary Session of 
the llth Party Central Committee and rely on the masses, we are bound to be able 
to fare well through such temporary difficulties, win better harvests, and make up 
the losses. 
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Why do some cowrades fail to see clearly the good situation emerging in the country- 
side but allege, inatead, solicitously that the countryside has “messed up the es- 
tablished system"? Mainly because of the influence of the "leftist" guiding ideology 
in our economic work over the years, some comrades gradually formed a set of “lef- 
tist" conventions in viewing their problems and handling their operations. They 
deviated from the Marxist epistemology that practice is the only criterion for test- 
ing truth, proceeded from a "leftist" concept, and erroneously took the old "leftist" 
stuff of the past as socialism. For instance, some comrades were accustomed for a 
‘ong time to the monopolistic management of state-run commercial enterprises, to 
egalitarianiam in terms of “eating from the common pot," and to going to work with 
great fanfare. Once these conventions were broken, there emerged among the com- 
mercial enterprises many economic elements and various channels of circulation; 
market trade was made flexible. In the countryside, there was established an agri- 
cultural production responsibility system with reward linked to the amount of pro- 
duction; in areas suffer‘ng difficulties, the fixing of output quotas based on the 
individual households was also put into practice. Thus, those comrades who were 
used to observing problems from a "leftist" point of view directly charged, without 
aiy analysis, that the countryside "messed up the established system." In reality, 
wiat they alleged to be "messing up" was precisely a breaking away from the fetters 
of "leftist" mistakes so that the economy was made flexible. Today, the vast ranks 
of the peasants enthusiastically uphold the party's current economic policies in 

the countryside. They are by no means taking "flexibility" as “disorder,” but are 
afraid of seeing "flexibility" turned into “rigidity.” This is really the question 
that warrants our attention. If we fail to eliminate the influence of "leftist" 
thinking, or to differentiate right from wrong, but, instead, return to the old 
“leftist” path and put everything under rigid control, thinking that only thus can 
it be called the “normal course" or the “rectification of disorder," that would 
obviously be a mistake. 


In an earlier period, when we were in the process of rectifying the "leftist" 
errors, there actually emerged some problems. With respect to these problems we 
must of course seriously try to solve them and we cannot leave them unattended. 
For instance, with respect to speculation and double-dealing, we must resolutely 
crackdown on them; with respect to random cutting-down and abusive destruction of 
forests, we must resolutely prevent them; random issuing of rewards should be re- 
solutely rectified; certain concrete problems emerging in the establishment of the 
production responsibility system need to be put under guidance so that they can be 
gradually improved. Also, in the case of parts of agricultural and sideline pro- 
ducts which cannot meet the requirements of bigger assigned purchases or consign- 
ments according to plan, efforts should be made to carry out concrete analyses and 
differentiate various situations in order to study and solve them as a matter of 
policy. In some cases, education must be carried out and administrative interven- 
tion may also be necessary in order to assure fulfillment of the purchase and con- 
signment plans. 


Meanwhile, we should also see that in the case of any line, principles and policies, 
even if completely correct, because people's perceptual levels are different and 
experiences in practice are also different, and especially because there is also the 
interference »y various trends of erroneous thinking in society, the appearance 

of this or that kind of problem is inevitable in the process of their implementa- 
tion, in addition to the fact that we are situated at present in such a great 
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iiiatorical turning period. Before many new things and new problems, our work should 
be cautious: “touch the stepping stones while we cross the river," and especially 
refrain from turning from side to side blindly. But, if we demand that no problem 
shoul. ever appear in the process of readjustment and restructuring, that is also 
impossible. We are always of the opinion that we must guard against having one 
tendency cover up another tendency. While putting emphasis on rectifying "leftist" 
mistakes, we must at the same time stress adherence to the four basic principles. 
With respect to the aforementioned problems, we are precisely following this spirit 
in finding timely, serious solutions. Practice proves that so long as we adopt 
effective measures, these problems are entirely susceptible to solution. 


From the present situation, we can see that even if there are some “disorderly” 
phenomena in our economic work, they are not the main current but a side current, 
much less a result of the line, principles and policies since the 3D Plenary Session 
of the llth Party Central Committee.

[Text] ....Indulgence in empty talk should also be considered a kind of evil 
wind. Although it is different from “entering by the back door" and seeking 
privileges, it similarly does great harm to the four modernizations. Some 
leading cadres are intoxicated with vague and general opinions all day long. 
They may appear impressive while discussing general principles, and they are 
full of grievances when existing problems are discussed. Nevertheless, when 
it comes to taking action, they may not be enthusiastic at all.... 

Mr Lu Kun [7627 6598) explained, "Words alone will not do; deeds are much 
more important.” Cadres! Cadres! You must get to work! Does it still make 
any sense if cadres do not use their brains all day long and do not think over 
problems? We must bring the spirit of hard work into full play. Such 
unhealthy tendencies as indulgence in empty talk ought to be overcome.” 


The reasons why some cadres are fond of empty talk are many and varied. After 
analysis, three major reasons can be identified. 


First, there is a lack of precise understanding of the party's policies currently 
in effect, Some cadres do not quite understand the party's guiding principles 
and policies in force after the 3d Plenary Session of the llth Party Central 
Committee because they have long been under the influence of erroneous "leftist" 
ideology. They frown on these policies. They can neither straighten out their 
thinking, nor carry out the policies without difficulty. As a result, they 

adopt an equivocating attitude, perform their duties siuggishiy and in a 
shilly-shally manner and shrink back as soon as obstruction is encountered, 
Furthermore, documents received from higher authorities are read in a careless 

or perfunctory manner, Instructions are given without regard for practical 
results. If someone desires to do a certain job, he may do it; if not, forget 
it. Besides, if a government office at a lower level submits a report requesting 
instructions, words and phrases for special attention are marked with dots or 
small circles. Nonetheless, no concrete opinions are presented, which is 
considered too risky. This kind of passive attitude will bring heavy losses 











to the party's undertakings. We must assist these comrades to deepen their 
understanding of the spirit of the 3d Plenary Session and thoroughly 

overcome "leftist" influence. Moreover, on the basis of enhancing their 
understanding, they must be persuaded to conscientiously implement the party's 
line, guiding principles and policies and to become good men of action and 
leaders in the four modernizations. 


Second, political phrase-mongering has been further engendered by the bureaucratic 
style of thinking. Without putting themselves and the masses in their respec- 
tive proper positions, some cadres do not consider that they are the "public 
servants of society" or the “servants of the people." They put themselves above 
the masses and wrongly believe that talking is their business, but that taking 
action is the task of the masses. They do not influence or lead the masses 

with their own deeds, nor can they become fighters and commanders simultaneously. 
We must help these cadres do away with the ideology of feudal privileges; 
vigorously foster the concept of “public servants of society." In addit‘on, 
they must be aroused to conscientiously become better "servants of the pr ople." 
And third, the way of thinking of the coward and slauggard has caused mischief. 
This is due to the fact that to work energetically requires use of one's brains 
and takes a lot of doing. However, indulgence in empty talk, grumbling, or 
making sarcastic comments needs only keeping one's lips moving. They cast away 
our party's gloricus tradition of plain living and hard work. They are afraid 
of sweating when they participate in physical labor, fear being strenuous when 
they study theories and learn new techniques, have a dread of hardship when 

they make a thorough investigation and study and they are weary of trouble 

when they want to solve problems. They are afraid of this and afraid of that. 
Consequently, they simply sit and indulge in empty talk utterly lacking in 
substance. The masses insist that these cadres are "not making revolution," 
but "drifting along aimlessly." Their mertal attitude does not keep pace 

with the times and is far from the aspirations of the masses and the demands 

of the party. These comrades must get up steam, carry forward the fine tradition 
of our party and resolutely overcome the way of thinking of the coward and the 
sluggard. 


Comrade Ye Jianying once warned us, "Indulgence in political empty talk certainly 
cannot manage state affairs; it can only mismanage them.” It is an extremely 
arduous task for us to accomplish the four modernizations in an economically 
underdeveloped country of 1.8 billion people of whom 8 million are peasants. 

We must carry forward the spirit of being earnest and down-to-earth, and the 
spirit of plain living and hard struggle. As regards being more practical and 
realistic, comrades of the Central Committee Secretariat have set a good example 
for us. In less than 1 year since the founding of the Secretariat, they have 
gone right to the frontline and done a lot of investigation and study and solved 
many practical problems.

One 
day, in talking with a friend about this, he exhorted me, with some lingering fear, 
"it's still better to be a little careful in what you say." Some 20 years before, in 
an “open heart" movement called by an organization, he had talked a little about his 
view of that unit's work and expressed some disagreement with the leadership. The 
result was that the things he said were arranged into data and put into his dossier 
packet, with the conclusion "not for an important position.” 


In our country, every cadre or staff member has a dossier packet. This is basically 
a good thing, and the dossier records each man's origin, his personal history, and 
principal accomplishments and faults, rights and wrongs, so that the organization can 
understand, examine, and employ its personnel. However, during the period of the 
leftist errors, especially during the rampage of Lin Biao and the "gang of four,” 
cadres dossiers were used like “hats” and “sticks” as tools to punish people. They 
would make data of any trivia by raising it to the higher plane of principle and enter 
it into your dossier. Particularly odious was making people's self-criticism, frank 
revelations to the party, discussion material for lifestyle criticism meetings and 
discussion meetings, etc., into evidence of “errors” or "crimes" and entering it 

into the dossier. Thus, over a long period, in the course of time, this jammed 
"pocket" became a heavy "millstone" around the neck of the cadre. Wherever you go, 

it follows you; if you do better, you still can't get rid of this millstone. No wonder 
that friend was so heavyhearted.

TIBET SCORES SUCCESS IN AGRICULTURAL, LIVESTOCK PRODUCTION

[Exeerpte| The New Year's Day of the Tibetan Calendar in 1961 was the first of ite 
kind to be enjoyed by the people in Tibet since it was put into effect by the inetruc- 
tion of the Central Committee. It was aleo the most felicitous New Year's holiday 

to be enjoyed by the people there during the past 10 years. 


On the early morning of New Year's Day, people appeared in colorful national dress 
in rural and pastoral villages and in cities and remote frontier areas. With 
bottles of barley wine in hand, they visited one household after another in the 
neighborhoods, wishing each other “Zhaxidele” (happiness). At night, men and women, 
both young and old, in every village gathered around the bonfires, singing and 
dancing. The air everywhere was filled with joy. The masses of Tibetan nationality 
said unanimously: This happiness has been made possible through the implementation 
of the instruction of the Party Central Committee. 


This important instruction on work in Tibet was issued by the Party Central Committee 
in the spring of 1980. This was followed by a visit to Tibet by Hu Yaobang, Wan Li 
and other leading comrades of the Party Central Committee, who proclaimed six programs 
to help Tibet eliminate poverty, create wealth, achieve unity and build the region 
into a new, affluent and civilized country. These program express the deep concern 
of the Party Central Committee for the people in Tibet. On the occasion of the first 
anniversary of the implementation of the central instruction, gratifying changes have 
taken place on this vast plateau, known as the roof of the world, in the wake of 

its tremendous achievements in agricultural, livestock and sideline production. 

Last year, this region registered an increase of 10 percent in the gross output of 
grains, 5 percent in the gross output of rapeseeds, 13.4 percent in the growth rate 
of animal husbandry, and 43.7 percent in che collective income of communes and pro- 
duction brigades from sideline production. The number of livestock retained by 
commune members for private use has increased 2.11 million head to 3.48 million head 
or more. 


Peasants and herdsmen throughout the region have increased their income as a result 
of an overall bumper harvest. Through distribution, a rural commune member can 
receive 600 or 700 jin of grains and can even receive 1,000 jin or more in many 
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communes and brigades, In pastoral areas, a commune member can receive over 200 jin 
of meat in addition to food grains doled out by the state. A number of counties 
have raised their per-capita income to 200 yuan or more while a number of brigades 
have increased their per-capita income to 300 yuan or more, In the Zhongze District 
of Gyangze County, 4 commune member can receive 1,200 jin of grains or more as a 
result of distribution, 


At the time of year-end distribution, the sudden increase in the distrubition of 
grains to commune members would drive them to sing songs and dance around their newly 
won mountains of grains. Some commune members even thought that it was a dream, 

Some fretfully worried about the problem of how to move their newly won mountains 

of grains to the grounds in front of their homes. This problem was solved by 
organizing many households of commune members into "teams of mutual assistance" to 
move the grains in a spirit of mutual help. Some commune members who faced shortages 
of grain bags and containers had to pull Tibetan rugs from under their beds and 
convert them into bags. Many 60- or 70-year-old men said jubilantly: "We have Lived 
so many years, but have never seen such a big grain harvest!" Members of a household 
in difficulty in the Tangjia District of Dagze County had to sleep in the open fields 
after converting their home into a temporary granary because they had no time to build 
an addition to it. Some people said jokingly: “Now households in difficulty face 
‘new difficulties,'" 


Last year, industrial enterprises were consolidated and the handicraft industry of 
Tibetan nationality was granted strong assistance and support by the party committee 
and people's government of the Tibetan Autonomous Region in accordance with the 
guidelines of the central instruction. In this way, the regional national handicraft 
industry increased its total output value by 32.6 percent that year. As the urban 
economic life becomes more active than ever, urban residents have universally 
increased their income. According to incomplete statistics tabulated by the offices 
of 3 neighborhoods in Lhasa, in the second half of 1980, the average monthly income 
of each household there increased by 70 yuan or nearly 50 yuan more than the corres- 
ponding period of the previous year. With the increased income, they were interested 
in buying additional clothes and furniture and high-quality consumer goods. In the 
second half of 1980, the department of commerce in the Chengguan District of Lhasa 
sold 608 bicycles, 332 sewing machines, and 270 wrist watchers. Last year, the 
savings deposited by peasants and herdsmen throughout the region exceeded 19.5 
million yuan, up 23 percent from the level of the previous year. 


Many changes have taken place in Tibet. A gratifying change that most impresses the 
public is the fact that the Tibetan people have increased their affection for the 
party. With the liberalization of the party's policies and with the economic situ- 
ation improving, those people who once lost faith in life under the influence of the 
erroneous "leftist" ideology have rekindled their hopes from the bottom of their 
hearts. Zhagyab County near the Lancang River was formerly known as “a small granary.” 
jut during the Great Cultrual Revolution, this county became a “disastrous area" 
where the masses were so poor that they became disappointed with life. Two-thirds 
of the residents there who hated to sit idly by eating grain doled out by the state 
had no alternative but to eke out a living elsewhere. Last year, the county libera- 
lized a series of policies with the aim of cheering up the spirit of the commune 
members. The result was an increase of 62 percent in the output of grains. This 
encouraged most of the over 400 commune members who spent most of the year eking 

out a living elsewhere to return home. A commune member named Suolang Bazong [4792 
2597 1572 1350) left home in 1967. The county presumed him dead and eliminated 








hie name from the list of household registrations since his whereabouts were unknown 
for years despite 4 series of efforts to locate him, by the end of 1980, following 
13 years of separation, he happily returned home after learning that the life in his 
hometown is now more hopeful than ever as a result of changes in policies. In this 
connection, the masses said; “In the past, we had no way to find missing people. 

Today, the missing people voluntarily return home because of the party's policies," 


Commune members of Jiachong Commune of Doilungdeqen County and of Degen District 

of Dagee County attributed the 1980 bumper harvests to the following three facte: 

1, the party's excellent policies; 2. hard work performed by the public; 3. help 
from God in heaven, Some people suggested the the favorable weather conditions 
resulted from our appeals to God and our worship of Buddha, In this connection, 
Cang Jue (0221 0414), a 62-year-old woman of Jiachong Commune, said: “In the past, 
the hailstones continued as usual despite our appeals to God and worship of Buddha 
year after year, We must rely on the party and socialiem in bringing about a good 
life.” Commune members of Deqen District asked: Why could this year's total output 
of grains far surpass that of 1978 which was also known for favorable weather condi- 
tions’? The credit must go to the excellent party leadership.

County who has spent her Lifetime saying prayers before God and worshiping Buddha. 
Each year, she would always Like to select the best food she had received to grace 
the Buddha in the hope of being rewarded with a better life in the year to come. but 
her wishes were never redeemed. Last year was the Year of the Iron Monkey on the 
Tibetan calendar. The traditional superstition says that that was supposed to be 
the most unfortunate year. However, last year, because the party put into effect 
policies consistent with the people's desires, everything in her village moved in 
ways that everyone there wished, and the air was filled with joy. As a result of 
year-end distribution, her family received large amounts of grains and cash, some- 
thing she considered incredible.

SUGGESTLONS FOR REVISING CONSTITUTION OUTLINED

[Text] The constitution ia a country's basic law; by character it is authori- 
tative and of firm stability. Its implementation affects the entire work of a 
country during ite time of social development. When writing a constitution, 
one's vision must be loftier and far into the future. The constitution must be 
practical and realistic as well as feasible. Our present revision of the con- 
stitution must start out from our own national conditions, from the realities 
of today, and give consideration to the problems of future decades. 


Socialism, the Core Substance and Basic Principle of Our Constitution 


In the coming decades, our country's main task is the realization of our social- 
ist modernization. To accomplish this task, and revolving around this task, we 
must stipulate in our constitution all the principles we have to abide by and 

all the institutions we must uphold. Whatever is stipulated in our constitution 
must be concrete in content, disctinctly delimitated, and furthermore in specific 
articles with an assurance of their implementation. 


On what principles must the present revision of the constitution be based as 

the only assurance that it can amend the inconsistencies and shortcomings of 

the past and fully accord with the political realities of our country today? 
Some comrades have pointed out three principles, namely socialism, democracy 

and a legal system. These three principles are indeed all very important, they 
must be fully implemented in every chapter and section of the entire constitution 
and all its parts, from top to bottom, however, apart from these three princi- 
ples, I believe the constitution should also contain the “four insistences." 
Their meaning is that we insist on socialism, on the dictatorship of the prole- 
tariat, on Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought, and on the leadership of the 
CCP. Both the three principles and the “four insistences" contain “socialism,” 
which is a duplication. This duplication is very important as an earnest decla- 
ration that ours is a socialist state, that it is our task to construct and 
develop socialiem, that socialism is the core substance and basic principle of 
our constitution. The other items will bring about the necessary conditions and 














guarantees for socialiam; they should all be clearly stated in the constitution 
to allow all the people of the country to establish firm conviction, jointly 
observe them and never deviate from them, 


It is not merely a matter of formality whether or not to write the “four in- 
sistences” into the constitution, it rather has a bearing on the nature of the 
country and is a fundamental constitutional question; it definitely must be 
written into the constitution, How to give expression to the "four insistences" 
in the constitution and to insert them into which article, that is another ques- 
tion, For inetance, if some comrades point out that the term "people's democra- 
tic dictatorship" should be used instead of "dictatorship of the proletariat," 
this would be quite in order, because in essence the people's democratic dicta- 
torship is the dictatorship of the proletariat. If there are comrades who again 
suggest to insert into the preamble of the constitution the leadership of the CCP 
and the guidance of Marxism-Leniniem and Mao Zedong Thought, this is also accept- 
able, because regarding these two items as experiences and inserting them into 
the preamble, or regarding them as principles and inserting them in the general 
principles would equally have the effect of guaranteeing the realization of 
socialiem, I suggest that the “four insistences" be written into the constitu- 
tion, thus raising them to principles. Their spirit should be embodied in every 
single article of the constitution, and they should not merely be taken as a 
slogan or as posters to be pasted up all over the place. 


In line with the abovementioned three principles and "four insistences," I shall 
set forth a few ideas in the order of the chapters and sections of the constitu- 
tion. 


With Regard to the Preamble 


There are two ways to write the preamble: In one way it could be done by giving 

a simple and succinct account of the process of building up our country, includ- 
ing a mention of the current new era of socialist construction. Another way would 
be to be more detailed in recounting the history of building up our country, in- 
cluding the questions of the leadership of the party, the guidance by Marxism- 
Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought, and the un‘ted front, as our historical experi- 
ences. Explaining all this clearly in the preamble would render it unnecessary 

to revert to it later in the text. 





With Regard to the General Principles 


The general principles are an important part of the constitution. They are the 
basic principles governing the life of the country and its basic institutions. 
They must be formulated with due emphasis and written most meticulously. This 
chapter can be subdivided into such sections as basic principles, political, 
economic, cultural and educational, social, military, and foreign relations 
principles. 


The section on the basic principles must be organically set up, clearly describ- 
ing the content of the abovementioned three principles and "four insistences." 
For instance, the first article is to open up with a clear statement of the 
purpose and main theme, namely the character of the state. It could combine the 
formulations in the first articles of the 1954 and 1978 constitutions: The PRC 
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is a socialist state of people's democratic dictatorship. The second article 
describes the relationship between the nationalities: Our country is a single 
multinational state, All the nationalities are equal. All acts that discrimi- 
nate against any nationality or sabotage the unity of the nationalities are 
prohibited. The third article states that all power of the state belongs to 

the people. The organs through which the people exercise power are the national 
and local people's congresses at various levels. The fourth article states that 
the CCP is the core of our leadership. The fifth article states that Marxism- 
Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought are our ideological guidance. The sixth arti- 
cle desc ibes the functions and present tasks of the state. The seventh arti- 
cle states that developing democracy and strengthening the legal system are our 
country's work rule. These seven articles are the general principles, the gen- 
eral policy, and also general principles within the general principles that 
guide the building up of our country. They should be given due prominence and 
could be separated to form an independent chapter of their own to demonstrate 
their significance. 


The chapter on government institutions should first of all state the class line: 
"Our people consist of workers, peasants, intellectuals and other patriotic 
working people. The state firmly upholds the principle of democracy, guarantees 
that the people will be in control of the state administration, of all economic 
and cultural undertakings and of supervision of state organs and their personnel. 
Rebels ageinst the state, counterrevolutionary elements that sabotage the social 
ist system and all other serious criminals are the enemies of the people. The 
state will punish all enemies according to law; by an integration of labor and 
education they shall be reformed into new law-abiding persons." 


The question of the united front, if not yet in the preamble, should be written 
in here, as also the character, tasks and work system of the people's political 
consultative conference. 


There should be one article about democratic centralism. 


On the cadre system, it should first of all be clearly stated that all personnel 
of organs of the state are the servants of the people: they must have both abil- 
ity and political integrity and serve the people wholeheartedly. We shall set 
strict rules for criteria and discipline as applicable to personnel in state 
organs. We shall clearly define rules for the appointment, checking of quali- 
fications, rewards and punishments, promotion and demotion, dismissal and retire- 
ment of cadres. Should we perhaps follow the example of foreign civil service 
regulations and differentiate between government administrative officials and 
clerical staff, and between specialists and ordinary administrative officials? 
An examination system should be instituted for the employment of clerical staff 
and specialists: they must have records of formal schooling and passed certain 
tests. An electorial system shall be instituted for the appointment of govern- 
ment administrative officials and of leading cadres of the various units. Their 
terms of office shall be fixed. 


The election rules shall determine which types of officials shall be selected 


through elections. The elections shall in general, depending on conditions, 
gradually become universal, equal, direct and secret. Presently, heads of 
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grassroots organs of government with direct contacts with the people, such as 
county mag strates, heads of districts, villages and towns, shall be elected 
directly by the local population. The heads of functional organizations shall 
as far as possible be elected from among members of the unit concerned, Elec- 
tions shall observe the principles of democracy. The party organization as 
well as the electorate may name candidates. The number of candidates must 
exceed the number of elected persons. The candidates may be introduced and 
characterized by the sponsoring persons or units. The candidates may aleo in- 
troduce themselves or expound their ideas, but must do so without trickery and 
deception, It is strictly forbidden to use money in the election campaign. In 
the election to the people's congresses at various levels, or in the appointment 
of heads of administrative offices or of judicial personnel, the candidates or 
appointees may only be determined after they had been allowed a meeting with the 
delegates to get an understanding of the situation and after passing a certain 
test. Before the American senate approves an appointment to the cabinet, there 
will be testimonies, interrogations and investigations which may take several 
days or several tens of days. Should we consider this method for adoption? 


We should also have an article about streamlining the administration with the 
employment of better staff in order to rectify conditions of overstaffed organi- 
zations and excessive personnel. 


As to the economic institutions there is first of all the question of the system 
of ownership. We are a socialist country and firmly determined to maintain the 
socialist system. I suggest we still adopt the two basic kinds of ownership as 
stipulated in the present onstitution, namely state ownership and collective 
ownership of the working people. Individual economy is a kind of supplement to 
the socialist economy; under the leadership of the state-operated economy, it 
cannot breed capitalism. Even private enterprises with large-scale equipment 
and operations will have lost capitalist characteristics since they operate 
within our legal system and under the state plan. Joint Chinese-foreign enter- 
prises are beneficial for our country's economic construction because they bring 
in technologies and attract foreign capital. They operate under administrative 
control of the state and under the state-operated economy, and are therefore ob- 
viously quite different from transnational or monopolistic corporations in other 
countries. As to integrated complexes, they do not go beyond the scope of the 
two ownership systems. In brief, we are firmly upholding the socialist system 
of ownership, but as required at this stage of socialist development allow indi- 
vidual economy and other operational patterns as supplements. Can the socialist 
constitution admit capitalist ownership? Do our presert joint enterprises con- 
stitute state capitalism? These questions are worth our further study. 





Circulation of commodities, exchanges of equal values, distribution according to 
work, are of course principles of socialist economy, principles which we shall 
continue to maintain and carry out more vigorously and effectively. Planned 
economy is an important item in socialist economic management. The reason why 
planning has become controversial today is that our work has been invaded by a 
bureaucratic, “making carts behind closed doors," patriarchal system of work 

with most confused directives being given out. Economic planning must of course 
start out from the realities, understand well supply and demand as well as the 
market conditions, and arrive at its decisions according to the laws of economics. 
We cannot abandon planned economy and plunge into nihilist free competition. 





we should have one article that determines the syatem of organization of enter- 
prises, Governnent and enterprises must be separated, the enterprises must have 
certain managerial powers. We want to realize a syatem of reaponsibilities of 
managers and factory directors under the supervision of the staff and workers 
representatives meetings.

ne supreme command over the armed forces rests with the chairman of the NPC 
Standing Committee and is actually exercised by the chairman of its military 
commission.

owever, the international situation changes very fast, and friendly and hos- 
ie relations also change.

substance of the constitution is the relationship of the citizens with the 
ate organe, the protection of the rights and interests of the people and the 
gu \Tantee that the people will be the masters of their affairs. The citizens 














are the main body of the state, the state structure ia the organization through 
which the citizens exercise their power, The constitution must not only write 
our, the rights and duties of the citizens in clear andconcrete terms, but in ites 
ofiler of the chapters must have the chapter on the rights and duties of the 
citizens precede the chapter on state structure. The way we originally had it 
followed the Soviet example, but in the Soviet Union this arrangement has al- 
ready been changed. 


In this chapter, the question of nationality must first of all be determined. 

A clear definition must be given of who is a citizen. The citizens of our coun- 
try met be distinguished from citizens of foreign countries. Next, we must state 
the principle that the rights and duties of all citizens are equal. This question 
is very important in theory as well as in actual practice and must be clearly 
stated. The article could perhaps be formulated as follows: “Any person of 
Chinese nationality is a citizen of China. The rights and duties of citizens are 
equal before the law. No one shall be discriminated against because of national- 
ity, sex, occupation, social origin, religious belief, property status or level 

of education. No one shall be allowed any special privileges." 


An additional article should strictly forbid infringements of the citizens’ 
rights, as follows: "Except by decision of the courts, no government organ or 
individual may deprive or restrict the personal freedom, democratic rights and 
political rights of any other citizen. Infringements of a citizen's rights will 
be punished according to law." 





Two additions must be made to the erticle about the citizens’ freedom of speech, 
freedom of communication, freedom of the press, freedom of assembly, freedom of 
association, freedom of procession, freedom of demonstration and freedom to 
strike: (1) It must be clearly stated that these freedoms are limited to the 
extent that they do not impair the interests of the society and the state and 
do not infringe on the rights and interests of others. (2) It must be clearly 
stated that the state shall promote newspapers, publications, broadcasting sta- 
tions and establish public facilities that will guarantee that these freedoms 
can be realized. 


The end of Paragraph 2 at the end of Article 46 of the present constitution, 
dealing with the freedom of religious belief, which reads "freedom of nonbelief 
and freedom of propagation of atheism" must be deleted, since the constitution 
already stipulates freedom of belief which comprises any question of nonbelief, 
or believing in this or that religion. The special provision is not to be made 
because on the contrary it could strike people as something counteracting reli- 
gious freedom. Furthermore, protection should be afforded to temples and churches 
as well as all their property; they must not be confiscated or converted to non- 
religious use. 


An addition should be made to Article 55 of the present constitution dealing with 
the right of citizens to file complaints or to appeal. The addition may use the 
phrase in Article 97 of the 1954 Constitution: “Persons who have suffered losses 
due to the infringement of their citizens’ rights by personnel of state organs 
have the right to obtain compensation." 
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Some Questions Regarding the State Structure 


The first question is, shall we restore the office of state chairman? Reasons 
for reatoring the office of atate chairman are: (1) The state must have a head 
or chief, otherwise who will represent the satate at home and abroad? (2) If an 
emergency arises, who will make decisions, proclaim martial law, issue the 
mobilization order or declare war? In my opinion these two reasons do not hold 
good, If we establish the office of state chairman, he cannot carry out the 
functions of head of state all by himself and is bound to set up a work organi- 
zation, or he will rely in his actions on the recommendations of administrative 
organs. In the former case, not only will there be organizational duplication, 
but he is bound to arrogate all powers to himself. In the latter case, not only 
will the State Council grow stronger than the NPC, which would be inconsistent 
with our state structure, but in actual fact the chairman would be merely a 
nominal head. A nominal and worthless head of state or one who will arrogate 
all power to himself are both unwanted, and the only way for us is to institute 
democratic centralism, Our NPC system is democratic centralism. We must firmly 
uphold and further implement this system and not change it. Our NPC and its 
Standing Committee are the organs of state power. The chairman is not only a 
“speaker,” he is in charge of the work of the NPC Standing Committee: he re- 
ceives foreign diplomats, and, according to the resolutions of the NPC or its 
Standing Committee, he promulgates laws and decrees; he sends and recalls pleni- 
potentiaries to and from foreign countries, ratifies treaties with foreign 
countries, bestows the honorary titles of the state (Article 26 of the present 
constitution), so is this not a head of state? What is the need to duplicate 
and establish the office of state chairman? Those comrades who suggest the re- 
establishment of the office of state chairman overestimate the value of personal 
authority and also do not seem to understand the function of party leadership in 
our country. All important affairs of state in our country as first studied by 
the CCP Central Committee and then turned over to the NPC, the organ of state 
power, for deliberation and decision. Emergency problems of the state will of 
course be taken care of by the CCP Central Committee and one need not fear that 
no one will take the responsibility. As our country is structured, the duties 
of head of state would most suitably of course be carried out by the chairman of 
the NPC Standing Committee; it would be inappropriate to have a state chairman 
shoulder these heavy duties singlehandedly. 


The second question is, shall the NPC be changed into a bicameral system? The 
reason for instituting a bicameral system is to establish a balance. In concrete 
terms, some have suggested changing the political consultative conference into 
an upper house of the NPC; some suggest instituting a chamber of nationalities. 
In my opinion all this is not necessary. The bicameral system in the capitalist 
countries has its historical reasons. Since their revolutions were never 
thoroughly carried through, the upper houses were established as a concession 

to the power of the landed nobility. In federated states, senates were insti- 
tuted to represent the interests of the various states in the union. Both rea- 
sons do not apply in the case of our country, which is a unified state. The NPC 
is the organ of state power exercising unified leadersip with an inseparable 
state power. Up to now the NPC has not completely exercised its authority to its 
limits, its power is not too great and there is no need to institute a restrictive 











balance, The political consultative conference is an organization of the united 
front, not an organ of state power nor a legislative organ. It has ite own mis- 
sion and must not be changed in ite appearance to be turned into an upper house. 
In the nationalities question we are different from the Soviet Union in that our 
nationalities do not form their own states as our country is a single gulti- 
national state, There are representatives of the various nationalities as mem- 
bers in the NPC, The Standing Committee also has a nationalities commission 
which can look after the interests of the nationalities so that there is no need 
for us to follow the Soviet model and create a chamber of nationalities. The 
delegates to the NPC do not merely represent certain districts but are also repre- 
sentatives of the various nationalities, of the various democratic parties and of 
the various professions and occupations. The NPC is a comprehensive, integrated 
organization. If each of its departments forme a chamber of its own, there would 
be not only two chambers, but three or four chambers, which would greatly obstruct 
the work. As the NPC has a broad representative character and is also a unified 
organ as regards its authority and its work, it is my opinion that it should not 
be changed, and indeed cannot be changed. The present problem is how to in- 
crease its strength and to fully implement the NPC system, and not to change it 
into some other system. 


The third question is, how can we fully realize the authority of the NPC and 
raise its effective functions? The present constitution prescribes that the NPC 
is an organ of state power, an administrative organ that is a body unified in its 
deliberations and its leadership, a legislative organ and an organ with other 
functions, but up to this date it is not yet truly an organ of state power and 
not yet a working organ. Today we must aim at these conditions as they actually 
exist and devise additional concrete measures which may be added to the consti- 
tution in some special articles. 


1. As delegates we should select activists representative of all strata, nation- 
alities, professions and occupations, and only men of high moral character, 
vision and ability shall hold delegate positions. The past method of appoint- 
ments due to considerations of maintaining the united front, or of a welfare or 
honorary nature, is to be changed. It is highly inappropriate to have some men 
to be members of the political consultative conference, the NPC, and also of the 
local people's congress and the local political consultative conference. Some 
specialized scholars or scientists, model workers and advanced workers may be 
excelling in their line of work or profession, but may not necessarily be good 
politicians. To honor them or have them develop their skills, there must be 
other ways and means; if they were asked to engage in political activities, they 
would become so busy with meetings that they would neglect their own line of 
work and be unable to put their specialty to good use, which would have detri- 
mental consequences for themselves and for the state. The NPC is the organ of 
strategic decisions, it requires experience and resourcefulness. To have exper- 
ienced men, their age group will be somewhat higher than that of the ordinary 
administrative staff and administrators, but it would also not be appropriate 

to have as delegates men too advanced in age who have difficulties in moving 
about and whose mental abilities have declined. Now there are national, pro- 
vincial and municipal political consultative conferences, and various organs 
employ advisors; it is here that old cadres and democratic personalities can 

be usefully employed. It would be to the great advantage of the NPC to have 
new blood among its delegates. 
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2. There ehoule be not too many members in the people's congresses at the vari- 
ous levels. ‘ihe date of the seasions must be fixed and the duration of each 
session extended, allowing punctual attendance and unhurried time for debate of 
questions and resolutions, this would truly represent the will of the people 
and also be quite feasible. The Standing Committee must notmeet a few days 
every quarter of the year; it must work every day, acquainting itself with vari- 
ous conditions, thoroughly study all questions because only then will it be able 
to accept the reports of the standing commissions, do all preparatory work for 
the NPC plenum, reflect the will of the people, supervise the government and 
fully accomplish all its functions. Its members must be selected from the most 
astute of the NPC delegates, who should then be released from other specific 
duties. 


3. The Standing Committee shall have standing commissions. Apart from the two 
commissions, one for nationalities and one for the legal system, there should be 
further commissions for cadres, finance, economics, engineering projects, cul- 
ture, education and scientific research, national defense, foreign relations and 
social welfare (including public health) to do work in these respective fields. 
Members of the Standing Committee may concurrently be members of these commis- 
sions, but these may also be other people's delegates or specially invited 
specialists. 


4. With regard to elected or already approved delegates, the NPC shall not only 
have the right to interrogate and dismiss them, but also the right to impeach 
and punish them. The NCP shall also have the right to veto, amend or refer back 
for further deliberation any government report, budget, final account, bill or 
other proposal. At ordinary times, the NPC delegates shall have the right of 
inspection, enquiry and examination of all government work. The scope of the 
functions of the NPC plenum, its Standing Committee and the standing commissions 
must be stated in concrete and clear terms. 


5. The chairman of the NPC Standing Committee shall, on the basis of resolutions 
of the Standing Committee, exercise all functions of the head of state and shall 
be qualified to represent the state in its foreign relations. 


The fourth question is a question of clearly defining the scope of functions and 
powers as between the various government organs and between organs of the central 
administration and local organs. We intend to have division of labor and trans- 
fer of power to lower levels, but also centralized leadership and supervision, 

to avoid such bureaucratic malpractices as duplication of efforts, trifling dis- 
putes and shifting of blame from one to the other. There should be limits to the 
number of delegates, there should be some retrenchment, secondary or concurrent 
appointments should be limited. The deputy positions and the number of dele- 
gates in the various organs have at present swelled without limits. This not 
only gives rise to bureaucratism and reduces work efficiency, but also fosters 

a mentality of striving for fame, gain and personal advancement among the cadres 
(for instance, if a department or bureau chief cannot show off a deputy, the 
section or office chief cannot show off an assistant or deputy factory director, 
it is felt not impressive enough, not much of an office badge to wear, etc). 

It destroys the good atmosphere and corrupts the cadres. If we cannot enforce 
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a policy of employing capable staff and thereby reduce the numbers required, 
and in addition expand the administrative structure ever larger, show less and 
less work efficiency and an ever increasing bureaucratism, this is related to 
the system and must be curbed through our constitution. 


The fifth question is to determine the local institutions more concretely and 
in more detail. Constitutions have always determined the upper structure very 
elaborately, but have been very sketchy about the lower levels, which is not good. 
The present constitution has only five articles on the people's congresses at 
the local levels and on the local people's governments, three articles on the 
self-government organs in autonomous regions, which is really too little. How- 
ever, the local organs, especially those at the grassroots, have a great amount 
of work and very close contacts with the masses. They can only do a good job 
if there is strict and impartial law and discipline and a perfect system of 
organization. It is suggested that the local administrative system, apart from 
a description of its general principles, should also be prescribed--and this 
separately for provinces, counties and villages--in greater detail as to its 
organizational structure, scope of functions, work system, etc. The provisions 
for the autonomous regions of the nationalities should be similar, but in addi- 
tion determine clearly and concretely the scope of self-government, the con- 
crete work and working system in order to reflect the character and special 
features of self-government in the nationality regions. 


The sixth question is whether the state organs shall establish an administrative 
court. The present constitution prescribes that the citizens have the right of 
accusation or appeal against personnel of government organs, enterprises or in- 
dustrial units who violate the law and discipline and infringe on the people's 
rights and interests. These accusations and complaints are now generally directed 
to the party organization or the higher level administrative organ. However, the 
party organization and the higher level administrative organ cannot handle these 
cases directly and more often than not refer them back to the original organ or 
original unit to deal with, even into the hands of the person originally in- 
volved in the case. He will not only not properly deal with the case but may 
even retaliate against the man who had filed the complaint. If the lower levels 
cannot deal with a case, they will again refer it to the higher level, sending 
the documents traveling back and forth, a method that not only wastes time but 
introduces new inconveniences and contradictions to the detriment of both state 
and people. Experiences have shown that litigation (including accusations and 
complaints) can be solved appropriately only by a third party with no interests 
in the case, especially by an independent law court. At present we have in our 
country the party's commission for inspecting discipline and the people's procur- 
atorate within the judicial organization to take care of accusations and complaints 
from the people. However, the commission for inspecting discipline will only 
institute investigations within the scope of the party constitution, and the 
procuratorate will prosecute criminal cases only. There is no independent 
administrative organ that will specially handle administrative litigation. As 
these cases are quite numerous and as there is no special organ to handle them 
properly, the abovementioned conditions arise. This problem must now be solved. 
I have already suggested at the time of the 1978 revision of the constitution for 
the legal system, under the leadership of the NPC Standing Committee, both 

would do their work in the legislative and judicial fields, respectively. 
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As it looks now, this supervisory commission must be an independent organiza- 
tional system created by elections of the NPC and preferably endowed with fairly 
large powers. The organ would be an independent administrative court of an 
administrative tribunal specially established within the people's court. 


The scope of cases to be dealt with by the administrative court shall be: 


1. cases of violation of law and infringement of the people's rights and 
interests by state organs, enterprises or industrial units; 


2. cases of violation of the law and of discipline by personnel of government 
organs, enterprises or industrial units; 


3. disputes and litigation between government organs, enterprises and indus- 
trial units. 


All these cases must be accepted and dealt with within a definite time, regard- 
less of whether they are of criminal, civil or administrative nature. If the 
complaint is found to be justified, the original decision, measure or action 
must be rescinded immediately, and the administrative court shall have the power 
to impose according to law criminal, civil or administrative sanctions or penal- 
ties on the accused (or to send that part of the case that involves criminal or 
civil law to the people's courts to deal with). 


These administrative courts shall be established at the central, provincial 
and county level, each with its particular competence. The higher level court 
shall exercise supervision of the subordinate court, and anyone unwilling to 
accept the decision of a lower level administrative court may appeal to the 
court of the higher level. 


Establishing this kind of a supervisory system is an important measure to recti- 
fy today's discipline and working style of officials, and it is suggested that 
the new constitution shall make appropriate provisions. 


The seventh question is the replenishment of the judicial organs. It was the 

1954 Constitution which first prescribed several principles of the administra- 
tion of justice, such as that the people's court carry out their judicial duties 
independently, only subject to the law; that the people's procuratorate carry 

out its duties independently and without interference from local government 
organs (it should also be free from the interference of any other organ); these 
principles should be restated. To guarantee the independence of the judicial per- 
sonnel in their work, there should be concrete provisions which establish certain 
guarantees with regard to cheir work, such as terms of appe.ntment, their author- 
ity, etc. 


We should furthermore prescribe the status, tasks and other provisions applic- 
able to lawyers. In the judicial process a balance is maintained by the three 
aspects of procuratorial investigation, trial and defense. To avoid or to re- 
duce the chances of miscarriage of judgment, importance should be attached to 
the work of the lawyers, but up to now there is still a certain bias against the 














status and work of lawyers (aleo by some government and judicial personnel 
themselves), The rules governing the organization, status, duties and work 
of lawyers should be prescribed in a special article of the constitution, 
making them a part of the judicial establishment and giving them the status 
that ia due to them, 


On the Supreme Legal Position of the Constitution, the Interpretation of the 
Conatitution and the Procedure for Amending the Constitution 


There should be a chapter in the constitution which stipulates that the con- 
atitution shall have the position of supreme law, and that all other laws must 
be drawn up with the basie in the constitution. Any law, decree, decision or 
order that conflicts with the provisions of the constitution shall be totally 
invalid, The constitution should also determine the organ that will check and 
handle violations of the constitution. Thies function should be carried out by 
the NPC Standing Committee, and a commission for constitutional questions 
should be established under the Standing Committee, this commission to be 
responsible for the investigation of cases of violation of the constitution, 
for submitting an opinion on how to handle each case and report to the Stand- 
ing Committee. 





We should stipulate that the authority to interpret the constitution rests with 
the NPC Standing Committee. 


We should also determine the procedure for amending the constitution. After 
promulgation of the new constitution, we shall maintain it in a state of sta- 
bility; it should not be easily changed. Any motion to amend the constitution 
must bear the signature of 10 percent of all NPC delegates and shall only pass 
if approved by at least three-quarters of all delegates. These provisions appear 
now to be formalities with little significance, but they will play a genuine 
role when democracy is developed to a high degree and all delegates will be 

able to voice independent views and give full play to their roles as repre- 
sentatives. These provisions are also a necessity in educating the people in 

the legal system and in strengthening their constitutional standpoint.

HISTORY, WORK OF WANG RUOWANG REVIEWED

[Excerpts] Bai Hua [4101 2901] encountered criticiem in Beijing; some people 
in Shanghai are making Wang Ruowang [3769 5387 2598] the target. 


if one follows the order of the roll call, it seems that Wang Ruowang should 
come before Bai Hua. Bai Hua was named by a special commentator of JIEFANGJUN 
BAO [LIBERATION ARMY NEWS] on 20 April while Wang Ruowang was censured by name 
in the periodical SHIDALDI BAOGAO [REPORT OF THE TIMES] of 18 March. SHIDAIDI 
BAOGAO charged Wang Ruowang for an ulterior motive under the excuse of ideolo- 
gical emancipation, and claimed that he represented a group of people. 


Veteran Revolutionary; Notorious Rightist 


What kind of man is Wang Ruowang? He is a veteran revolutionary and also a 
“notorious rightist.” His real name is Wang Shouhua [3769 1108 5478]. A 
native of Wujin, Jiangsu, he is now 64 years of age, currently a director of 
the Shanghai Writers’ Association and the chief editor of the SHANGHAI LITERA- 
TURE monthly. 


Wang Ruowang joined the Chinese Communist Party organization fairly early. In 
1934, when only 16 years old, he was sentenced to 10 years because of his 
involvement with the Communist Youth League, and served time in a jail in 
Shanghai's suburbs. In the same jail at that time were Xu Yushu [1776 3768 
2579), a responsible person of Shanghai's underground party organization de- 
partment, and Zhang Yunqing [1728 7189 0615], a student from Sichuan. (Zhang 
Yunging was the same person as Cao Diqiu [2580 5441 4428] who later became the 
mayor of Shanghai). After serving 4 years in jail, the war to resist Japan 
broke out, and the Guomindang was forced to reléase Wang Ruowang and the 
others. Wang Ruowang went to Yanan. After studying for a period in Yanan, he 
was sent to work in Shandong. 


After the Chinese Communist Party came to power, Wang Ruowang remained in 
Shanghai all along, in charge of work in the field of literature. In 1957, 




















because of his frank criticiemsa of the party's shortcomings, he wae classified 
a rightist and underwent several years of labor reform, 


At the beginning of the Cultural Revolution, Wang Ruowang was jailed for re- 
fusing to write a false certificate stating that Cao Diqiu once betrayed the 
party. Not until 1974 was he freed from jail, but hie “label” was not removed. 


At the end of 1978, Wang Ruowang's case wae rectified, After the right to 
write was restored to him, he wrote many articles, mostly on the reform of the 
literary and artistic syetem, but some on current affaire and historical 
issues. His ideas were rather profound and hie views extremely penetrating. 


During the trial of the "gang of four,” for instance, Wang Ruowang frankly 
criticized the Chinese Communist Party's summation of the leason of the Lin 
Biao incident. The peseage in question wae: “We undergo a process of under- 
standing the counterrevolutionary double-dealers, while the counterrevolu~ 
tionary double-dealers also follow a process of gradually revealing them 
selves." Wang Ruowang felt that “these words may be appropriate for under- 
standing the general process of things, but they cannot explain the counter- 
revolutionary groups emerging in China's leadership etratum time and time 
again in the past." He pointed out: “In the final analysis, it is due to the 
absence of a minimum democracy in our country over a long period of time; there 
is no channel of communication between the masses and the leading party and 
government cadres." 


"Trilogy of Hunger" 


JIEFANGJUN BAO censured Bai Hua's play “Ardent Love" for describing the lot of 
Ling Chenguang who felt some warmth and human feelings in the old China, but 
who encountered only darkness in the new China of the Communist Party. If such 
censure is tenable, it will be unlikely for Wang Ruowang to get away with his 
"Trilogy of Hunger." Published in SHOUHUO [HARVEST], No 1, 1980, “Trilogy” 
described the writer's own experiences; Part 3 depicted his imprisonment during 
the Cultural Revolution. If Bai Hua merely hinted by means of the plot of his 
play, then Wang Ruowang's “irony” was more frank: “We were given less rice in 
jail than what the Guomindang gave the political prisoners, and the other 
dishes were inferior to the food in the Guomindang jail." "An elementary 
school graduate, I entered the factory after one semester in middle school, 
yet I had the opportunity to read many books in the Guomindang jail. (1 read 
several hundred volumes of the “All-Inclusive Series” published by the Commer- 
cial Printing Press). I studied the Japanese language with Comrade Xu Yushu. 
That prison was ‘my university’ is an apt statement. Yet, the public security, 
procuratorial and people's court jail under ‘military control’ taught the 
inmates only one subject, which was ‘hunger.’ “The Guomindang jailer was 
afraid to lose his jot if the inmates died from hunger. He had some scruples. 
But today this gang ot: sham Communist Party members in the public security 
organs, procuratorial organs and people's courts had no scruples, doing what- 
ever they pleased. The inmates under their control were like so many antes. 

If they refused to eat, so much the better, for it would save on grain. If 
some inmates died, these ‘revolutionaries’ would not even bat an eyelid!" 











"| had already experienced starvation twice," he wrote, "Is it conceivable 
that, in thie great land won by our own bloody struggles, our beloved sons are 
subjected to such cruel punishment? Does such a political regime deserve to 
be called a proletarian political power’? Does such a communist party deserve 
to be called the organization of the proletarian vanguard?" 


His words are indeed most penetrating and call for pondering. 
Anti=Bureaucraticiem 


Wang Ruowang is 4 supporter of anti-bureaucraticiem in literature. He pub- 
lished the article “Some Enlightenment of the Two Stories" in JENMIN WENXUE 
[PROPLE'S LITERATURE), July 1980, The “two stories” referred to were Wang 
Ying’s (3769 3853] “Par Away the Heart of a Blade of Grass" and Ru Zhijuan's 
[5423 1807 7710) “a Path on the Grassy Plain.” Both stories described old 
cadres who were persecuted by the “gang of four,” but who, after being rein- 
stated to their former positions, severed themselves from the people and 
consciously or unconsciously sought special privileges. Such words were once 
denounced by some people for "smearing the old cadres;" the critics claimed 
that accusing the old cadres for bureaucraticiem was the same as agreeing with 
the “gang of four” which slandered them as capitalist roaders. Wang Ruowang 
pointed out sharply: “The ‘gang of four's' persecution is made into a ther- 
mostat box with a golden label which no one may touch. Whoever touching it is 
accused of creating factors of instability and damaging the party's prestige, 
and hie worke are not ‘mirrors for daily use,’ but trick mirrors which distort 
reality, ete. Thus, not only will our Literature again turn into simple 
hypocritical ‘eulogies,' but, by vigorously protecting the sores on the party's 
body, they will spread and become incurable." 


in 1979, a guet of wind blew in China's literary world, denouncing the scar 
literature. Wang Ruowang was the first writer to launch a counterattack openly 
in the newspapers. In GUANGMING RIBAO of 20 July 1979, he published "a Gust of 
Cold Wing in Spring Time--Comment on ‘Singing the Praises of Virtue" and “Lack 
of Virtue,"'” thue sounding the first shot of the counterattack. One can see 
hie literary thinking in the article. We said: “As long as it is truthful and 
typical in life, one should be permitted to expose and ridicule. Whether expo- 
sure or praise, they are both the necessary means of a writer's freedom of 
ereation.... What the reader and the literary critic ask of the writer is 
primarily whether a work is truthful to Life and truthful to history. As long 
as it i> truthful, whether exposure or praise, it will give people an education 
and is a good work welcomed by people.” 


Wang Ruowang did not agree with the view that there should not be too many 
literary works dealing with Lin Biao and the “gang of four's" crimes against 
the people. He pointed out: “How many literary works did we produce in the 

8 years of the resistance war?! Lin Biao and the ‘gang of 4' enforced tyranny 
in our country for more than 10 years, and no amount of paper is sufficient to 
liet all their crimes. We have only begun, by means of literature as the 
weapon, to expose and criticize their criminal activities. Hereafter we should 














report ideologically and artistically the many calamities created by them more 
profoundly. 


"Governing by Doing Nothing" in Literature 


On the question of how to depict the four modernizations in literature, the 
author of "'Singing the Praises of Virtue’ and ‘Lack of Virtue'" maintained 
that there were only two themes: Erecting monuments for the proletariat; 
extolling the heroes struggling for the four modernizations. Wang Ruowang 
objected to this view. He felt that “such new formulas are a recurrence of the 
old ailment of ‘writing about the center; performing about the center.’ We 
advocate that the writers vigorously express the new persons and new deeds on 
the march to the four modernizations, keep pace with the times, and build 
bridges and open roads for this great new long .arch. Is it conceivable that 
only two themes are permitted under the appeal of a hundred flowers blooming? 
When the slogan is proposed, over and over again it is the class essence, the 
party essence. But if one studies the substance carefully, it is still a 
manifestation of the ultra-leftwing tren’ under cover of fancy revolutionary 
words. 


One of the criticisms of Wang Ruowang at present is that he wants to do without 
the party's leadership in literature. This is not in accordance with the 
facts. In his article “on ‘Governing by Doing Nothing’ in Literature” in 
HONGQI, No 9, 1979, he highly praised Zhou Enlai's and Chen Yi's method of 
guiding literature. He said that, in regard to governing by doing nothing, 
"do we still want the party's guidance? Naturally we do. The point is that 
we do not again want the kind of leadership which sits high above the people, 
orders people around by gestures and always gives lectures. What we hope is 
that today's leading comrades in literature and art truly shoulder the func- 
tions of ‘service stations and supply stations.’ We also hope that they learn 
Premier Zhou's and Comrade Chen Yi's superior style in leading literature and 
art. If they cannot learn it all at once, they should conscientiously practice 
being easy to approach, treating others as equals, respecting the labor of the 
writers and guaranteeing the ‘three don'ts.'" 


Subordinating Literature to Politics 


In December 1979, Wang Ruowang wrote “Literature and Art Are Not Subservient 
to Politics," which was subsequently published in WENYI YANJIU [LITERARY AND 
ARTISTIC STUDIES], No 1, 1980. Im the article, he pointed out clearly: “It 
is unscientific to make literature and art a servant of politics or to subor- 
dinate them to politics.” “If we only see literature and art as a subordinate 
to politics and feel that they serve politics... it is shackling ow. own hands 
and feet and damaging literature and art. Whoever guiding literature and art 
with such a philosophy, forcing the writers and artists to concentrate on 
expressing politics or reducing literature and art into tools for the class 
struggle, he will inevitably lead them to a dead end." 
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When the issue of "social impact" was proposed at the forum on play writing in 
early 1980, Wang Ruowang hit the nail on the head by saying: “As the influence 
of the ‘gang of four'sa' cultural tyranny still remains, those who like to wield 
the club and play the tough guy have not changed their ways. The Party Central 
Committee's good intentions are turned into clubs in their hands, Take ‘social 
impact’ for inatance: The moment they get hold of it, it will become an all- 
embracing and all-hitting club. For instance, as long as three or more people 
(three is a crowd) jointly express opposition, they will be representing the 
objectively existing ‘social impace.' One may say that the aftereffect of 
wielding the 'ruthleas atick' will entail endless troubles. I only pope that 
my views expressed above are merely superfluous worries and oversens: tiveness." 
He suggested that "there should be ‘warnings’ in two aspects: The writers 
should be warned to pay attention to the social impact of their writing and to 
raise their sense of political responsibility; the critics and leading comrades 
should be warned againet using the label of ‘social impact’ indiscriminately." 


Subsequent facts showed that Wang Ruowang's worries were not superfluous. What 
is regrettable is that only the warning in one aspect was carried out. 


We can see from the above that Wang Ruowang is a writer who has a rather dif- 
ferent view of the leadership system of China's literature. His view came from 
both his personal experience and the situation in the field of literature as 
seen by him. 
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
